The administration of the local ra- 
tion board, under jurisdiction of the 
War Time Prices and Trades Board, 
will be carried over a large area. The 
board office is located in Strathmore 
with members in Rockyford, Standard, 
Gleichen, Carseland, Strathmore, 
Nightingale and the Blackfoot Indian 
Reserve. 

The policy of the War Time Prices 
and Trades Board in the establishment 
of 500 local ration boards throughout 
Canada, has been to facilitate the 
problems of rationing by having the 
local problems handled by members 
well acquainted with the needs in 
their respective communities.

Miss Carruthers At

To go through a soldier’s hospital 
and visit the amount of suffering and 
helplessness left us from the last war 
is both an education and a revelation. 
This time they should be even better 
cared for than the last time, 

Mental and nervous cases, With the 
greater knowledge obtained in that 
field we should be able to deal more 
promptly and more efficiently in the 
matter of their restoration. Many will 
be restored to an almost normal con- 
dition of mental and nervous health if 
we take the task as seriously as we 
should. But that will include much 
follow-up care. But to date I have 
seen or heard of no definite p'’an_ to 
deal with this problem which will pre- 
sently be upon us. These men, what- 
ever their condition, are but the vic 
tims of civilizations greatest crime 
and folly committed against the 
ent generation. 

There will surely be a very large 
number of moral and spiritual casual- 
ties in this war. Who is going to look 
after them? These will form a_ very 
real challenge to our Churches and 
their members. What we might look 
for is indicated already.

Some of these men have confident- 
ially confessed to me that the christ- 
ian message sounds hollow and the 
exhortation to ‘love one another’ 
seemed like hypocracy in a generation 
that sent them out to kill with the 
benediction of the christian church 
resting upon them. This is the chal- 
lenge for today. 


In an institution in Prague trans- 
formations amounting to miracles 
have been wrought in the’ lives of 
crippled and handicapped children, 


by enriching their lives and beautify- 
ing them with spiritual graces, Latent 
talents developed and that sense of 
frustration removed which usually 
handicaps such cases and did such 
evil work among many returned men 
after the last war. 

Nothing, however costly it may 
prove to be, must be left undone to 
help our men on their “road back in- 
to civilian life” this time. The road 
back is much more difficult than the 
road out has been, but we must face 
and put into practice our christian 
faith and ideals for which they are 
fighting. That worst of all sins, ne- 
glect and ingratitude must not be al- 
lowed to hold sway this time. The 
Christian Gospel is a message of sal- 
vation and salvation always includes 
the processes of restoration and re- 
demption.

with a gale blowing, your correspond- | 
ent, under a veritable hail of fire, 
bullets, shells, mortar bombs and 
smoke bombs, witnessed a great dem- 
onstration of a Canadian Infantry Bri- 
gade, with supporting arms, going in- 
to the attack to clear a passage for the 
remainder of the Division to go 
through. 


The infantry regiments of this Brig- | successfully 


ade are three well known to residents 
of Ontario. This was the Brigade 
that in June 1940 went to France, but 
due to conditions that prevailed there 
at that time were ordered to withdraw 
without taking part in any engage- 
ments with the enemy. These were 
your boys or your neighbors. They 
came from London, Stratford, Orange- 
ville, Brampton, Oakville, Belleville, 
Picton, Napanee, Oshawa, Toronto, 
Weston and various other Ontario 
towns so familiar to us all. For the 
past three, years these lads have been 
training and training hard for what 
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lays before them. And despite the 
boredom of waiting, waiting, waiting, 
and the natural longing to be with 
their loved ones once again, these men 
have steeled themselves for what is to 
come and are prepared to meet the 
enemy on any ground. 
MANY ARMS TAKE PART 

The infantry were supported in their 
task by the entire Divisional Artillery, 
a Tank Battalion, a section of Engine- 
ers, two Companies of Machine Gun- 
ners, an Anti-Tank Regiment, and_ in 
theory, a squadron of the R. C. A. F. 

Three strongly held positions of 
great tactical value gave the enemy 


the advantage in this magnificent 
show of endurance and skill by the 
Canadian Troops. Despite very 


heavy going, due to the recent rains 
and the condition of the ground, and 
the fact that several large hills had to 
be surmonted, the infantry (the P. B. I. 
as they were called in the last war) 
gained their objectives 
and moved forward at the appointed 
times. One has to take a small part | 
(even as a spectator moving over the; 
ground) in these manoeuvres, to af- 
preciate just what amount of stamina 
and spirit is required to overcome 
natural and man-made hazards. 
CO-ORDINATED EFFORT 

The efficiency: and co-ordination o0* 
all arms was remarkably good. Inter- 
communication with the various units 
was of a high calibre. Companies of 
the Infantry being in constant com- 
munication with their battalion head- 
quarters and the battalion headquart 
ers in turn being in communication 
with the Brigade Hearquarters who 
controlled the whole effort. From 
brigade headquarters via various 
means, the supporting arms were di- 
rected by the Brigadier. 

Directly on the stroke of the zero 
hour, the Artillery opened up a ter- 
rific barrage on the initial objective, to 
allow a troop of tanks to shepherd the 
mine clearance party of Engineers, in 
two sections of carriers to carry out 
their task of clearing the mine fields 
for the follow-up of tanks and infantry. 
CHURCHILLS IN ACTION 

It was a grand sight to witness from 
our vantage point. The huge rumbling 
Churchills sprayed everything in front 
of them to give cover to the engineer 
party. The job completed. the engin- 
eers placed tapes to make a safety, 
lane for the following tanks and in-, 
fantry. Then they returned to a rear 
position under the protective care of 
the tanks, By now the next wave of 
tanks (which in the distance looked 
like ants crawling about) were proce- 
eding at tank speed on to their objec- 
tives, to clear out machine gun nests 
and any infantry obstacle that might 
bein the way. They manoeuvred a- 
bout, racing thither and yon, until they

Right on their heels were the first 
wave of infantry, with bayonets fixed, 
running towards the enemy and taking 
cover as the necessity arose, then ris- 
ing and advancing several yards. 
INFANTRY PLAYS ITS PART 

During this advance of the infantry, 
the mortars came into play, setting 
down the smoke screens to give the 
infantry and _ tanks protective cover 
from the left flank and to the front, 
while the R. C. A. F. were doing like- 
wise on the right flank. While the 
forward battalion of infantry were 
consolidating their first objective, the 
two battalions following through piv- 
oted right and left to reach their res- 
pective objectives and so widen the 
gap created by the forward unit. Dur- 
ing this time, the various arms of the 
infantry were brought into use, Bren 
carriers and mortar platoons doing a 
very effective job with the odd pill-box 
or machine gun nest that had been 
overlooked by the tanks, the mortars 
effectively using H. E. and smoke and 
the carriers doing a nice job of work 
with their bren guns. 

The entire co-ordination was _part- 
icularly good, but the enthusiasm and 
knowledge of their task, shown by the 
infantry, was a revelation to this wri- 
ter, and to all those privileged to wit- 
ness this attack of Canada’s Senior 
Infantry Brigade. 


WINTER IS THE TIME 
TO REPAIR 
MACHINERY 


Successful farmers plan their win- 
ter’s work as well as their summer ac- 


tivities. Many of them have deter- 
mined by now what they will do this 
winter, One job that will be sure to 


be on their agenda is to overhaul their 
machinery. 

Almost every machine on the farm 
should be given a complete check-over 
each year. This requires examination 
for broken parts, missing bolts, sprung 
axles, and other evidences of injury 
that have been received during the 
working season. Bearings and boxings 
should be examined and replaced or 
babbited where wear has been exces- 
Bive. 

Over-hauling of machinery always is 
important but at this time it is espec- 
ially so because of the difficulty of se- 
curing new machines and new parts. 
If the new parts required are deter- 
mined soon they can be secured be- 
fore the machine is required for use. 
Perhaps one of the most important 
winter jobs is to carefully examine 
and repair all machinery. A stitch in 
time in this regard not only saves nine 
but it may remove the necessity for 
long and expensive delays in waiting 
for parts when a _ break down occurs 
during the busy season..
